Inthe month of July of each year there shall 
be held a meeting of said Board of Underwriters, of 
which ten ay previous notice shall be inserted in at 
least onc daily newspaper, published in the city where

CATFISH CREEK. 
A SCENE OF DESOLATION AND DEATH. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Dot, Ia., July 5.—On the night of the 
Fourth the little hamlet of Rockdale, 3 miles 
southwest of the city, was swept away as with 
the besom of destruction. Every building in the 
little town save the Catfish Mill was washed 
from its foundation and torn into a wreck that 
The dozen buildings—all 
that were located on the bottom lands of the 
Catfish save the mill—were carried off as if they 
were so many cockleshells, and whirled adown 
the surging and boiling current, crushing them 
into fragments. With two exceptions all are 
torn into splinters and scarcely a fragment can 
be recognized as belonging to this or that build- 
ing. All are in 
INDISTINGUISHABLE RUINS, 
scattered fora mile along the borders of the 
stream. Stores, shops, dwellings, barns—every- 
thing—fell before the terrible torrent that came 
rolling in great surges down the, 10 miles of 
valley through which the Catfish runs. Where, 
eightcen hours ago, was a quiet, unsuspecting, 
and happy little rural hamlet, is now only a 
waste of waters, timbers (the wreck of build- 
ings), merchandise, mud, and uprooted trees. 
For a full mile down the stream those frag- 
ments are strewn along the banks or piled in 
gorges from a few feet to 20 feet high. But the 
worst is not told. 
THIRTY-NINE HUMAN BEINGS 
were hurriedly swept from life into the great 
maelstrom of death. Men, women, and children 
to that number were drowned, and their stiff 
bedies—those of the thirty that have been res- 
cued up to this hour—were ranged side by side 
along the shady side of the mill awaiting the 
last sad funeral rites. In one instance we saw 
an entire family of four all lying dead; in 
another, every member of the family but one 
lay dead. The bodies of some were found in the 
debris of the crushed buildings near 
THE SOZNE OF THEIR DEATH, 
while others, and the greater part of them all, 
were found along the banks from a few rods to 
a mile down the stream. Some were almost en- 
tirely hid from view by the floods of mud that 
had been swept along by the maddened waters, 
with perhaps a hand only exposed to sight, or a 
foot or a portion of the face, or perhaps only a 
small portion of their clothing. A large num- 
ber of little children, boys and girls ranging 
from 3 to 12 years old, were the victims of the 
dread avalanche, and altogether the scene was 
a most sickening one. 
TEN RELATIVES KILLED. 
One young man, Charles Thimmesch, who es- 
caped from Horn’s store by stripping and swim- 
ming to the shore, informed us that two of his 
uncles, one aunt, and scven of his cousins were

In thé evening the rain began 
to fall, and all took shelter in their homes or at 
the stores or saloons. 
ABOUT HALF AN HOUR, AFTER MIDNIGHT 
the Cattish was discovered to have become 80 
swollen that the streets were overflowing, and 
escape to the surrounding highlands cut off. 
Higherand higher rose the rushing waters, 
while the storm kept pitilessly on. Down rolled 
the surging water in great Waves several feet 
high, and the smaller buildings were swept 
away. At about 1 a portion of the dam gave 
way, and this was followed by the crash of the 
railroad bridge, the fragments of which went 
tearing down, striking the hotel and Horn’s store. 
Both of these were capsized, the former being“ 
torn into pieces and the latter swung against 
a large tree standing but a few fect away, 
against which it lodged, resting upon its side. 
Now the stream had grown to 2,000 feet wide 


FULLY 20 FEET DEEP. 

As the buildings were swept into wrecks, the 
inmates were hurled into the surging torrent, 
their voices crying out for help amidst the roar 
of thunder and storm and crash, while lurid 
lightnings flashed every minute, lighting up the 
dreadful scene for an instant, and leaving it

DES MOINES 
AND THE SURROUNDING COUNTRY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 
Dzs Momss, July 5.—The Fourth was cele- 
brated here with the largest civil display ever 
witnessed in Central lowa. The fireworks were 
cut off by a storm of wind, lightning, and rain, 
the most terrific known in the history of the 
city, which came from the west about 9 o’clock.

Donvovz, Ia., July 5.—The storm also did 
immense damage to thecity, washing out streets, 
moving houses from their foundations, and fill- 
ing cellars. ° All the lines of railroad running 
to and from the city are washed out, but the 
West Division of the Illinois Central Railroad is 
the worst of any, as it will be about ten days be- 
fore trains will be able to run west.

“ GaTH’’ ON SAMMY. 
New York Letter to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

With a pretty long experience in public man- 
hood and career, I am at a loss to understand 
a mind like Tilden’s. is at once thorough 
and cute, small and und, mean and 
mighty. The work he do was often ona 
great scale, and the processes H had to employ 
so sinister; at times, as to deserve the name of 
shystering.

It cost Sammy Tilden $15,000 to be elected to 
the State Senate of New York, late in life, while 
other men could have gone for five hundred or a 
thousand. They bled him because they thought 
it was too much r and he was too 
ready for the sacrifice. In the Legislature he 
wanted to get an honorary vote to preside, and 
it was regarded as a joke. This happened only 
four br five years ago. I heard Husted, the 
bald-headed Speaker of the Assembly, say that 
Horace Greeley and Sam Tilden were a good 
deal alike, both secretly covetous of honors, and 
sullen because they were never conferred.

WHEELING. 

Extensive arrangements were made to cele- 
brate the Centennial Fourth of July by the 
towns in the northeast portion of Cook County 
on the grounds of Gen. Cameron, whose beau- 
titul home and grove on the banks of the Des- 
plaines are widely known throughout this region. 
Had it not been for the heavy rains of the night 
before, rendering the country roads well nigh 
impassable, a very large gathering: would have 
taken place. The Committee of Arrangements, 
indeed, in view of the unpropitious state of the 
weather in the morning, seriously debated the 
propriety of abandoning any demonstration 
whatever. But fortunately the idea was aban- 
doned, and as if in answer to their prayers the 
clouds cleared away, the sun came out glorious- 
ly, and but for the moistness of the ground a 


scarcely be had. Tables on which to spread the 
refreshments, a stand for the publie exercises, 
and seats for the audience, were arranged near 
the bank of the river, under the shade of some 
magnificent old oaks, many of them doubtless 
coeval with the birth of the republic whose cen- 
tennial anniversary was then being celebrated. 
The old fi 
branches, and waved as proudly as it might 
from Independence Hall or the dome of the 
Capitol of the nation, It certainly nowhere in 
the broad land waved over braver men and truer 
women, or inspired more loyal and patriotic 


hearts. 

An — was placed on the stand, and an ex- 
ceptionally fine chorus of voices furnished the 
, music for the occasion. Rarely have the grand 
old national airs been more finely rendered, or 
with better effect, than were they on that day, 
as 


The sounding aisles of the dim woods 
Rang to the anthem of the free. 

America, and the Star-Spangled Banner, the 
whole assemblage joining in the choruses, were 
calculated to stirthe emotions as they could 
not be by the skilled harmonies of trained bands. 

By noon, at least athousand people had as- 
sembled from the surrounding country, and the 
regular exercises of the day were commenced, 
the President, Gen. Cameron, announcing from 
the stand that refreshments would be t in 


order. 

After full justice nad been done to these, the 
audience gathered at the main stand, and the 
_—— was commenced by the President in a 
short address appropriate to the day. He brief- 
ly sketched the career of the nation up to its 

resent heighth of prosperity, and Wing y al- 
uded to the merciful interposition of Divine 
Providence in all its affairs,and the duty of 
every American citizen to tender Him unceasing 
praise and atitude for all His kindness 
to us as a people. 

He was followed by G. P. Robb, with a more 
elaborately-prepared address. The wonderful 

rogress an vancement of the nation, during 
the past hundred years,in the main depart- 
ments of industry, were discussed at length. 
The 60,000 miles of railroad which now formed a 
network of inter-communication over the entire 
country, were contrasted with the stage-coaches 
and other slow methods of locomotion in the 
time of the Revolution, and the mail facilities 
of those times with those of the present, in view 
of which the spirit of good old Dr. Franklin, the 
first Postmaster-General, must look down on the 
feats of the modern majl-trains and telegraphs 
with perfect wonder and amazement. The 
vast increase in territory and population was 
noted, and the fact that with the modern ap- 

liance of the railroad and telegraph the coun- 

ry now could be better 4nd more easily gov- 
erned than a much smaller one could be a hun- 
dred years ago, thus dispel the fears of 
some of the earlier statesmen that by the ac- 
quisition of territory and the annexation of 
more States, the Government would become 
unwieldy, and its division into several smaller 
Republics be necessitated. The increased com- 
merce of the country was commented on, and 
especially the vast increase of shipping on the 
lakes, some of them present being able to re- 
member when the first cargo of n was load- 
ed at Chicago. After some personal reminis- 
cences, interesting to the old settlers present, 
the Colonel concluded with an earnest appar to 
those present to do their whole duty in handing 
down the glorious heritage of free institutions 
* them, unimpaired by any act of 
their own. 

The Hon. J. V. Le Moyne, M. C., was then in- 
troduced, and delivered an address replete with 
good counsel and ave to the American citizen 
of the present day. He said that to his mind 
the day was not alone one for national self-grat- 
ulation, but also one for reviewing the past— 
for noting the errors and mistakes which had 
been committed, that they might be avoided in 
future. The affairs of,the nation should be 
managed with the sa re to common 
sense as any Ordinary matter. of business. 
asked what his audience would think of an as- 
semblage of farmers, met together for the pur- 
pose of improvement, who should only discuss 

heir large crops and the large prices obtained 
for them, rather than strive to learn how, by 
discussing and ‘avoiding mistakes previous- 
ly committed, they might increase the 
productions of their farms and im- 

rove the quality of their crops. 

f mistakes of government had been commit- 
ted, it was more than ever before the duty of 
every citizen to take in political affairs,— 
that by the exercise of his right of suffrage, he 
might assist in bringing back the Republic to 
the principles upon which it was first founded. 
He closed with a beautiful allusion to Joan of 
Arc,to illustrate the moral bravery which should 
characterize allin the cause of right and good 
government. 

The exercises then closed, the whole audience 
— in singing the Star-Spangled Banner, and 

ispersing with the consciousness that the {ooth 
anniversary of American independence had been 
well and profitably observed. 

Too much praise cannot be awarded to Gen. 
Stewart, Marshal of the Day, for the excellent 
order preserved, as well as to both him and 
Gen. Cameron and the Committee of Arrange- 
ments, for kindness and hospitality extended to 
all present.

Appeals are made dafly to 
the Governor for aid until a crop can be ra 
Many families are reduced to a single meal each 
day, and there are numbers of others who kee 
from absolute starvation by subsisting on wil 
fruits, the only food free to the utterly desti- 


tute. 


The writer visited a number of families at 
their homes. At the first house lived a widow 
and her three children, The lady timidly shrank 


from disclosures of her real condition, but in 
the course of conversation gave these state- 


ments: She had been supporting herself com- 
fortably by her needle, with the assistance of 
her son, a lad of 10 summers. The people were 
too poor to give her work this year, and she had 
just arisen from a long sickness. Some days 
she ate nothing but a little corn grucl. The 
children refused this food, but when she could 
obtain salt, they ate it very willingly. She 
stated that another widowed lady near by was 
in the same condition. This friend had phe 
children, and was thankful when she could 
enough corn meal to satisfy their hunger, w 
was often not the case. 

Two miles from this place, the next visit was

INCENDIARISM AND REPUDIATION. 

The Chicago Times devotes its issue on 
the 4th of July to an appeal to the people of 
Chicago to pay no -taxes, and followed this 
up on the 5th by a demand for the abolition 
of all City Government. The second prop- 
osition is of course a natural consequence of 
the first, and the two are consistent and in- 
separable. In support of the first proposi- 
tion, that paper says: 0 

The extortlonate levy of over 85, 000, 000 for 
1875, upon which application for judgment will be 
made in about two weeks, will be pesisted, and it 
is earnestly to be hoped that the army of resist- 
ants Will be double the number of resistants last 
year. Last year the number of tax-fighters was 
much greater than in any preceding year since 
Chicago first became an incorporated town. The 
amount of taxes included in last year’s resistance 
was more than $1,500, 000,—almost one-third of 
the whole tax-levy. This year the resistance 
ought to intlude two-thirds of the tak-levy, In- 
deed, it owght to include the whole tax-levy; that 
is to say, every tax-payer ought to add his strength 
and influence to the army of tax-fighters whose 
battle against an extortionate City Government is 
a battle for the salvation of Chicago and of every 
owner of the estate upon which Chicago exists. 

It must be borne in mind that the tax- 
levies of 1873 and 1874 have been set aside 
by the Courts, not because they were unjust, 
or excessive, or unfair, or imposed for illegal 
purposes, but because the City Government, 
supposing it had-an option as to which of 
the two laws it would proceed under, with 
proverbial stupidity selected the wrong one. 
All heroics over the defeat of the tax on the 
ground of injustice, or extortion, or oppres- 
sion, are absurd, because no such objections 
were made to or considered by the Court. 
The mistake in the law which defeated the 
levies of 1873 and 1874 was not repeated in 


the case of the tax of 1875, and, therefore, « 


the objection which proved fatal to the 
levies of former years will not apply to the 
tax of 1875. So the attempt to make of 
each new tax-payer another Hmm must 
prove abortive. Those who have escaped 
taxation by the decision of the Supreme 
Court occupy about the same position as the 
man who pleads non-age against a bill for his 
board, lodging, and washing: 

But what have these men escaped? The 


tax which the Court has set aside will have 


to be paid. They have merely postponed 
the day of reckoning. The $1,600,000 of 
taxes set aside are represented by an equal 
deficit in the. City Treasury, and this deficit 
must be made good by taxation. The in- 
justice and robbery are in the fact that this 
million and six hundred thousand dollars, 
thus avoided by those who can best afford to 
pay it, will have to be collected by taxation 
from the citizens generally; these men have 
escaped taxation to throw the burden on 
their neighbors. 

The argument that the non-payment of 
taxes will cure any evil is the argument of a 
madman or a knave. This city has to pay 
annually over one million dollars interest on 
its debt. Will the non-payment of taxes 
stop the interest falling due, or defeat the 
ultimate payment of both interest and prin- 
cipal? Will the non-payment of taxes have 
any other effect than to- destroy public and 
private credit, and have-the people of Chica- 
go all ranked with the author of the propo- 
sition asarace of scurvy demagogues and 
knaves? The man who proposes to repudi- 
ate one dollar of the public debt is a public 
enemy,—a curse to the persons he may de- 


‘ceive, and a curse to the community which 


he would destroy. There is no way to es- 
cape from public debt except by payment, 
and there is no way to pay a public debt ex- 
cept by the proceeds of taxation. The debt 
will not be extinguished, theoretically or in 
fact, by the non-payment of taxes. If Chi- 
cago proposes to continue as a civilized city, 
and not to be a mere abiding place for ruffi- 
anism and crime, we must maintain paved 
streets, water supply, schools, and sewers; 
and we must keep these in repair and in 
operation, and, todo this, employ men and 
pay they; have laws to protect lives and 
property, and courts and officers to enforce 
these laws. In fact, we must have some 
recognized Government, with the power at 
hand to compel obedience to its authority. 
To support and maintain this. Govern- 
ment and to provide such permanent 
improvements as water, sewers, streets, and 
bridges, we must have money, and that 
money can only be had through the process 
of taxation. The man who refuses to pay a 
tax levied for a lawful purpose necessarily 
tries to foist upon others the payment of 
his debts.- He wants all the advantages of 
government, but wants to compel others to 
pay for them. The man who refuses to pay 
taxes levied for a lawful purpose is like a 
man who refuses to perform military duty 
when required. He isa political dead-beat. 

It is proposed in the Common Council to 
publish the names of those who have es- 
caped payment of the taxes of 1874 through 
the legal blunder of the city authorities. A 
much better and far more efficacious mode 
of reaching all these parties. is to have ro- 
corded in the Record of Deeds that the own- 
ers of the preperty on which theso taxes 
were levied having failed to pay the same, 


trade, credit, or capital, and would be avoid- 
ed by travelers and commercial dealers’ as if 
it were a den of pirates and cut-throats. 

It is urged that, if the City Govern- 
mont were abolished, the people would vol- 
unteer to do their own police work; that 
they would subscribe individually to pay for 
a Fire Department and for schools, and for 
whatever else would be needed. Who would 
subscribe? Would the men who refuse to 
pay their taxes, levied for lawful purposes, 


‘subscribe voluntarily to pay ten times the 


amount of their tax? Would the man who 
barred his door against the Tax-Collector, 
and remained ina state of siege for three 
weeks in order to avoid payment of $23 tax 
for the support of State, county, town, and 
city ? How much would he subscribe to pay 
for schools, or Fire Department, or paved 
streeta, or sewers? How much of the city 
expenses would he and those like him vol- 
untarily contribute, when they refuse to pay 
the comparatively small sum imposed by 
law ? 

The coolest part of this infamous incen- 
diary appeal is the suggestion that it is ap- 
proved by Messrs. Henry W. Kina, Max- 
SMALL. Fietp, C. P. KITO, Grone L. 
Dux tar, WILIA Wooparp, and ABNER 
Taxron, either of whom, it is claimed, is will- 
ing to become a candidate for Mayor on this 
repudiation and anti-City Government 
platform. We question whether, outside of 
the Times office, there is a respectable citizen 
in Chicago who will publicly approve this 
proposition to abolish all City Government 
and never-pay-any-tax policy. |

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MR. MONROE HEATH. 

There was probably never a grosser bel 
nor a more palpable, falsehood uttered than 
when the Chicago Times charged Mr. Mowroz: 
Harn with being a Colvinite and in full 
sympathy with the Colvinian system of City 
Government. Mr. Hest himself gave the 
lie to the assertion in the little speech he made 
accepting the nomination for Mayor, in which 
he said: : 

I now accept the nomination, ‘and will simply 
say that if elected I will do all in my power to give 
you an economical and honest administration. I 
say that with a great deal of confidence from the 
fact that we now have a Council composed of the 
best business men of the City of Chicago,—men 
who have had long experience, and successfully 
carried out their own affairs, and who will take 
hold of and manage the city's affairs with the same 
vigor that they have manifested in their own. I 
have no doubt that with their advice and assistance 
the municipal business will be advanced and ad- 
ministered in such manner as to restore confidence 
to the entire community. Our affairs are in a 
critical condition now, but, as I said before, I 
have implicit confidence in the new Council, and 
that an improvement will soon be visible. If 
elected, I shall co-operate with the Council always 
and exert myself to promote the general welfare of 
the city. 

This is certainly not the expression of a 
man who has the slightest sympathy with 
Col vym's bummer Administration, nor with 
the recklessness, extravagance, and official 
corruption which it has produced. Itisa 
pledge to abandon the Colvinian policy of 
resisting the reform and retrenchment 
which our Council of business men are seek- 
ing to achieve, and Mr. Hearn’s previous 
conduct in city affairs leaves no room to 
doubt that he will carry out this pledge fully 
and faithfully. As an Alderman during 
Coivin’s term, he was always associated with 
the minority which struggled against the 
bummer and ring majority.

He was the very first to ré- 
fuse to sign, as a member of the Fi- 
nance Committee, the irregular certificates 
of indebtedness, and did so immediately 
upon the exposure by Taz Trrsunz of the 
fact that these certificates were issued under 
the authority of the old charter long after the 
new charter had been adopted and was in 
operation. He did not wait for the decision 
of the Court invalidating this mode of issu- 
ing the certificates, but declined to be a 
party to the issue just as soon as his own 
judgment warned him that they were not 
legal in form. He is scarcely to be blamed 


tor not foreseeing the judgment of a Court 


by two years, when some of the most prac- 
ticed lawyers in city affairs took the opposite 
view, and he can scarcely be blamed for not 
correcting a vicious system and its evils when 
he was hopelessly in the minority. 

Mr. Mowroz Hears is a business man of 
excellent standing and a successful career. 
He is in no sense a politician, but his service 
in the Common Council has given him a fa- 
miliarity with city affairs which is especially 
desirable at the present time. He is not a 
lawyer nor a speech-maker, but a plain, 
honest, straightforward business man, who 
will co-operate earnestly and energetically 
with the other business men who now form 
a majority of the Common Council to bring 
about the retrenchment which is absolutely 
essential to the continued prosperity of the 
city, and which alone can command the con- 
fidence necessary to tide over the financial 
embarrassments that have been brought on 
by mismanagement and corruption. That is 
the kind of man the people have been de- 
manding ever since Col Nu usurped the of- 
fice; and, now that Mr. Heats is willing to

The 
main body of the Servians, under the 
Russian General Tcuernarerr, who has 
recently been invested with the supreme 
command of the Servian army, attacked the 
Turkish forces at Nitsch, and defeated them 
after a very severe engagement. On the 
northwest, the Servians crossed the Drin 
near its junction with the Danube, and 
fought a battle with the Turks near Belina, 
in Bosnia, the result of which is not stated. 

Meanwhile, on this memorable Monday, the 
little principality of Montenegro, which has 


joined hands with Servia, was not idle. The 


Montenegrins, moving suddenly across their 
mountainous frontier into Herzegovina, com- 
pelled Movuxtar Pasua, whose army, recently 
at Gasko, was concentrating around Mostar, 
the Capital of Herzegovina, to abandon his 
position and retire into Bosnia. In addition 
to this, they defeated a Turkish expedition 
sent against Rutche, have beleaguéred Med. 
din, and are threatening Solgoretra. 

Thus the situation stands at present. 
From the initiatory movements of the re- 
spective armies, it would appear that the 
principal battle-grounds are to be in Bosnia 
and northwestern Bulgaria, until such time 
as Austria and Russia shall intervene. The 
latter power has already concentrated a 
strong force in Besserabia, and the Austrians 
have stopped their usual summer maneuvres, 
have placed their army on a war footing, and 
are dispatching troops to the Servian frontier 
with a dispatch that means business. That 
the Turkish Government apprehends the 
gravity of the situation is evident from its 
conscription of all Mohammedans into the 
ranks between the ages of 17 and 70. It 
is to be a fight to the death. 

THE REAL ISSUE. 

The Chicago Times, having definitely con- 
cluded its arrangements for the sale or dispo- 
sition of its independent influence during 
this campaign, has attached itself perma-. 
nently to the fortunes of Sam Tom and 
the Confederate party, and has gulped down 
Tom HIS as a part of the bitter dose. 
It is now engaged, like the veriest party 
hack, in stultifying itself by printing daily 
articles shockingly at variance with its pre- 
vious utterances about the Confederate-Dem- 
ocratic party in general and Sam Thom in 
particular. Having argued against both, it 
is now content with assumptions favorable to 
both. It now assumes that there is so much 
similarity between the ‘Cincinnati and St. 


„Louis platforms that there is really no issue 


between the two parties; and, as to the can- 
didates, it assumes that Mr. Tor is a 
vastly better and more moral and efficient 
man than Mr. Hayzs. This is its justifica- 
tion for a dishonest allegiance to a party 
which it has denounced for years as a 
„ putrid reminiscence,” and to a man whom 
it has likewise denounced as a Rebel sympa- 
thizer and arrant demagogue. 

It is true that the Democratic party at the 
St. Louis Convention followed closely in the 
wake of the Cincinnati Convention in mak- 
ing up its platform. It gave an insincere 
acquiescence to the Constitutional Amend- 
ments, which it has always refused hereto- 
fore, and it declared itself in favor of specie- 
resumption by the curious means of repeal- 
ing the only act that ever definitely contem- 
plated resumption. It did not dare openly 
te fight over the old battle for State sov- 
ereignty7and repudiation in which it has so 
often been defeated, and there is no doubt 
that an effort was made to conform the gen- 
eralizations of the platform as nearly as pos- 
sible to the principles which the Republican 
party has faithfully applied for sixteen years. 
In this way it was expected some people of 
the North might be wheedled into c>-opera- 
tion who would otherwise hold aloof, while 
the Confederates of the South would accept 
the utterances for just what they are worth. 
But, if it was thought that this plan would 
leave the campaign without an issue, there 
was a very serious miscalculation. The 
issue is as palpable as if there 
were no platforms. It has been fre- 
quently stated by the Chicago Times dur- 
ing the last few months. It is, in 
brief, whether the Confederates of the South 
shall be permitted, as a sectional class and 
with sectional designs, to seize the Govern- 
ment of the United, States and re-establish 
the ante-war oligarchy of sectionalism and 
misrule at Washington. 

Probably no journal in the country has in- 
sisted more strongly upon this fact than the

The Chicago Times may eat its own vomit 
if its taste runs that way; it is not the first 
time it has done that, and probably will not 
be the last time.

There is an issue in principles and in men. 
The Democratic party, controlled by the

A. House, occupies an ordinary cell in the Jail in 
Trenton, the one recently inhabited by default- 
ing State Treasurer Sooy. She is sick. She 


grateful to the Sun for its impartial report, sat 
up and wrote her version of the tragedy, as well 
as her life experiences. 

She says that their entire property is not 
worth over $25,000, She made her will, be- 
queathing her property to the two sons of Mr. 
House by his first wife. She is very low-spirited, 
and the Sheriff said she woulé gladly st to

Numerous stories are told about House’s 
4 practices as a cheap divorce lawyer.

Burger died in 1868, and House then started as 
a cheap divorce lawyer. He advertised exten- 
sive to procure “‘ divorces for $25 without pub- 
Ueity.“ He was unscrupulous about the means 
he employed in his business, and frequently got 
into trouble with the courts. Any case that 
would pay he was ready to take hold of and 
put through,” as he expressed it, less 
of its merits. The work of hunting up divorces 
was performed by two decoy detectives. The 
were constantly employed in his office, and pai 
liberally for their services.

Wasnumorox, D. C., July 5.—The most im- 
portant action of Congress to-day was the final 
passage of the Post-Office Appropriation bill. 
Both Houses agreed to the report of the last 
conference, the provisions of which have already 
been given, and the bill now only awaits the sig- 
nature of the President. This action is of the 
utmost importance, not only in saving from in- 
calculable injury one of the most important 
branches of the public service, but in establish- 
ing the fact that the two Houses can come to an 
agreement when it is absolutely requisite. 

HOUSE CONCESSIONS. 

The concessions that the House made in the 
report were resented by some of the Democrats, 
notably Stone, of Missouri, who arraigned 
Holman for having conceded too much, and 
charged him with having failed to carry out the 
resolution of the St. Louis Convention, which 
directed the Democratic House to adhere to re- 
trenchment and reform. Randa also, who has 
so obstinately refused to yield anything 
on the Appropriation bills, made an 
important, concession on the bill. He 
denounced the report of conference in private, 
and stated a few days ego that he would oppose 
it on the floor, especially the clause relating to 
merchandise, which leaves the law as at present, 
but he seems to have 

CHANGED HIS MIND, 

and not only did not speak against it, but voted 
to second the demand for the previous question, 
and thus cut off others who’ wanted to debate 
it. The bill as it passed is between two and 
three millions below the amount ne 
for the postal service the last year. 
The bill appropriates $34,000,000. The most in- 
teresti roblem in connection with the adop- 
tion of this conference report is the effect that 
it will have upon the fast mail service. The 
railroads have constantly announced that if the 
compensation was reduced, as it now is reduced, 
the fast mail service could not becontinued. It 
remains to be seen whether the railroads will 
fulfil their threats.
